Ilabils 'oPp^lani\Pnii«1 I iisccisi 

We are accustomed to think of the 
habits of plants and aniniiilK a» tixed, 
the Kuiiie to-day a.s they were 100 or 
1,000 yeijra ago, ami to . remain the 
aauie for aA iii(ietinitB'.fuib|e. Such a 
suppositidi) is incorrect, ana cannot be 
held by wji^e iamiliar with the lift^ 
histoiriea 6t ]t\ARta and animalfl. It is n, 
common occurrence for animals and 
plants to take on iiew habitd — a change 
usually caii.sed by a change in the sur- 
roundings. In the ease of animals it is 
often biougiit about by upw - fpod'be-j 
ing presented, > on i: which they obtain, 
more congenial subsistence.- The com-; 
inou notion that nature provides for 
aninial.i the fooil moRt eongonial to 
them, linils here, a strong refutation. 
Every farmer's boy has ob.served that 
birds and rodents forsake their natural 
food for more congenial fruit or grain 
They may also have noticed the aanit^ 
with insects. 

One of the mo.lt nurked in.Hlanei^H o) 
an iniieet thriving and ia|>idly iniiltt- 
jilying on new food, in that of the po 
tato beetle; conlined to the wild uolan- 
ams of Colorado, the potato beetle in 
creased slowly and was scarcely known 
oven tp entomologists. The insect was 
found years ago by l>r. .Say, who made 
a journey acroHM the Rocky MountainH, 
and for luiiuy years it was considered 
ths rureat of our insects. When the 
oultivated solantim (tb^ .potato) reached 
Colorado, the obscure beetle found 
more congenial food, and it mulliplieil 
amazingly. An instance nearer home is 
that of the ii]>pli' maggot, which in 
many partH of the e.Hntern .fiaiea at- 
tacks the ajiple in much the same man- 
ner as the belter known apple worui 
or co<lling moth. This insect has long 
been known us living on the wild 
thorn apples, but about iwenly years 
ago it .suddenly attacked the culiivated 
api)leH on a Vermont farm. It spread 
rajiiiily, and is now widely distrii>utod. 
It is ])robable that tkn insect had never 
known the superiority of the cultivated 
apple as an article of food, nntil by 
chance some individual strayed to the 
orchard. From that time a new luibit 
wad taken on. 

Another inHtanee is that of the 
dreaded ''biltlalo grab," whii li attacks 
carpets in the eastern states. In Eu- 
rope whence this insect was introduced 
it was never known to attack carpets. 
In this case we cannot determine just 
why the insect has taken on its new 
habit, for carpets are probably no bet- 
t«r articles of food ihan clothes or 
leather, on which the iu.sect feeds in 
Europe. There are perhaps peculiar 
surroundings or parasites which prevent 
it from attacking carpets in its native 
home, or when the first individuals 
reached this country a carpet may have 
bsen tlio first available food preHtrnted, 
and the insect continued on its new 
diet. 

Plants often take on new habits 
when they are li-anRplauted to foreign 
countries, or disturbed by cultivation. 
The common showy wild touch-me not, 
introduced into Kngland, i)roduceM on- 
ly hidden or cleintogamoiis llowers. An 
insignilicant and Imiinless i)lant, which 
grows in our ditches and ponds, was 
intr. duced into England about forty 
ycags ago, and at once became a great 
nuisance. It woon apread so rapidly as 
to completely obstruct water ways, and 
expensive nietliO(.l.s hail to bo eiiiployeil 
to keep It ill check. This plant is the 
coniuionl ditch-mosa or Anaobariii 
Some of our native plants, instead ot 
being esterminated or driven into 
cop.ie.s or fenco rows by enltivat ion, 
have become aggressive weeds. A nol 
able in.stanc(i of ihis kind i.s I lie horse- 
nettle, of the ceiiti-al and scjutherii 
States. This has bei oiue a serious paal. 
The slender leaved Ff ijenium of the 
southwestern states is now following 
Texan cattle northeastward, and bus 
become established in some of the 
ivorihiiin states. It is not certainly 
known that the (Jaiiada thistle was in- 
troduced into tluH country fi<iin Kiirope. 
!t i|ipcurM lube wild in the northern 
atutes and Canada, and it may h:«ve. 
taken on a vagrant habit when disturb 
cd by cultivation. — L H. Halleij In

da has infused a new spirit and a new life 
into tho peoiile of British Columbia." 
This ia probably the wild western way of 
saying that tho opening of railroad com- 
inuiiication with Toronto and Montreal 
has given a tillip to business iu the Pacific 
province. Hitherto the p'ebpl^'th'ere have 
had to trade with themselves — to live by 
swapping jack-knives, so to speak — al- 
though for some time past they have 
found good customers in Oregon find 
f!aliforuia. The lack of railroads, how- 
ever, haa been a fatal drawback, and it ia 
easy to understand that now, when the 
markets of eastern Canada have^been 
opened to them, and when they have been 
brought into direct connection by rail 
with tho outsitio world, they should teol, 
in the words of the correspondent, like 
new men, Some years ago, when he first 
began to rail against his country, Mr. 
Blake described British Columbia as a 
"soa of mountainsr'' and-.the harsh ap- 
pellation has stuck to it. ifet, without 
soaring to those upper realms of fancy 
where the profeasinnal boomsters disport 
themaolvea, Uritish Columbia can 
truly alhnn that Mr. Blake's description 
is a libel, and that the province Is destin - 
ed to prove an iaiportant factor in the 
natienal development of tha iDdhiiuion. 

The piist history of British Ooltimbia is 
not, indeed, a very inviting one. Coloni- 
zation did not commence until 1S68, 
whon, under tho stimulus of gold dis- 
oovoriea on tho upper Frasor, a motley 
stream uf imnli^rants poured in from 
California and elsewhere. Prior to that 
the colony was a desert place, occupied 
by Indians speaking stunted and truly 
barbarous dialects, and governed, if gov- 
orumeiit can bo said to have existed, by 
that truly paternal shopkeeper, the Hud- 
son's Bay Coinpatiy. In early times the 
main coast line of the province bore tha 
name of New Oeorgia, while the inland 
portion was known as New Caledonia. In 
185B the mainland was formed into a 
ciilony, bearing the name of British Col- 
umbia Vancouver IsIhihI remained a 
separate colony until ISOti, when it waa 
joined by Royal edict to the mainland, 
the two together covering an area of 
300,OOU square miles. Five years after- 
wards British Oolumbia becanfe part and 
parcel of the Dominion, but until the first 
train reached Port Moody tho other day, 
the union waa littlu butter than a p:.per 
one. The white population in 1870 num- 
bered about 111,000, and to-day it is pro- 
bably about 50,000. Thia slow progress 
is easily vxplainud. In tho tirst place, tho 
Californiana who flocked in when gold 
was found trooped out again when that 
boom collapsed ; and secondly, there was 
little inducement to settle in a region 
which had no markets. But there is now 
no reason why the population •hould not 
increase by leaps and bounds. The val- 
leys in ihe middle and northern interior 
of thu |)roviiice are well adapted for 
cattle and sheep, the bunch grass grow- 
ing there iu Bhundance, and the 
climate being dry and mild. On the f'~o'.- 
hills, the grape is cultivated successfully, 
and in the Ukanagan valley a wetl-to-do 
settler is raiHini; peaches of the finest 
(luility. At Lillooet, in the far north, 
grape growing haa boon carried on for 
year.s, ami now that an export trade haa 
hoen rendered possible, we may look for a 
considerahlu development in fruit culture 
of all kinds throughout the northern 
region. I'he soil is oomposed largely of 
decomposed volcanic detritus, such as is 
found in Italy and Sicily. In the south- 
ern part of the province grain is grown, 
that r.iised on thu low delta lands of the 
Fraser being of the finest quality. The 
coast-lino is very rich in timber, the 
Douglas fir being used in ship-building, 
snd.owingto the presence of innumerable 
fiords and streams lumbering is easily 
carried on. Hod cedar, cottonwood, 
yellow cypress and rod pine aro tho most 
valuable woods next to tho Douglas. 

lUit the wealth of British Columbia lioa 
principally in hor mines and fisheries. 
Th 1 Vancouver Island bituminous coal 
ranks in San Kraneisco with that of Weal 
H irtloy. Tho coal moasurea on the island 
a: d mainlandcuveran anM of about 30,000 
Btpiare miles. In tho aeon Charlotte 
islands, anlhracitu in six-foot searaa, com- 
paring favorably with that from Pennsyl- 
vania, exists. In tho Ooinox bituminous 
district tho productive measures show ten 
Beams of coal of a total thickness of near- 
ly thirty feet. The output of British 
Columbia coul in 1871 was 29,000 tons, 
and in 1885 357,000 tons, of which 27G,- 
000 tons were shipped to iSan Francisco 
and other .\nierican ports. The fisheries 
aro remarkably rich. In 1876 there were 
only three salnion-canning establiHlimeiits 
in the province, with an annual ruturn of 
8,000 casus, each containing four dozen 
oiio-pound cans. Last year nearly thirty 
canneries woro iu operation, and the out- 
put was :IOO,000 c.ises. The oflioial valu- 
ation of tho yiuld of tho fisheries general 
ly m lH,Sr) was j!l, 100,000. Halibut, cod 
and other doo|) sea lish abound on the 
banks olf tho co;ist, but owing to want of 
capital, this field has not yet been worked. 
Tiic fur seal is caught by tho Indians, tha 
value of last year's catch being about 
."J'.'OO.IKIii. 'riio's.m I'VancLsco Chroniclo 
H!iid the other day thai "Ihe lime in near 
a( hiiiid when Hritiah (.'olumbiii waters 
will ho doeiiiiMl iho richest bonanza on tho 
Pacific (Joa.it. " The gold yield has been 
VI ry conaidorable. Mr A. C. .\nderson,of 
V'iftoria, showed by the returns that from 
l.SuH to 1H81, both inoluHive, the total value 
known to have been exported was $40,200,- 
000, tho annual yield varying from $400,000 
in 18r.8 to 750,000 iu 18G-1, whioh was 
the hif^li water mark, .\Ir. Anderson added 
that, iiotwithstaniling tlu^ mihI amount of 
liilio r lhal liiiH Keen liestowrd iu tho gold 
quoHt, a great portion of the mining coun- 
try leiiiains yo't either uuvisited or at best 
only partially developed; while in tho bettor 
tested parts of tho region the most iicoesi'i- 
bls portioUM alone have hofu effeotnallj 
wrought. Quart/, ledges of ascertained 
richness— the mntrioes of the coveted metal 
— have been piirtially developed in various 
parts, and cnpecially the auriferous tract of 
Cariboo, but capital aud engineering skill 
are needed to work the lodges succeBsfully. 

'I'hus the "Hoa of inouiUainH," if not a 
land llowing with mill: and honoy, is at 
least a region of nome promise. With her 
Hiiloiidid harbors, her coal-fields, flsheriiw 
iind foo:Mts, and her advanlagooUH Hituatiou 
British ( 'oliinibia can hardly fail, despite 
Mr. l!laki-'s snoers, to make her woy to the 
front rank of tho communities on the PuciUo 
and to add Htveugth and wealth to the Do- 
minion. '( .

THE DEFENCES OF ESQUIMALT.

".\.ii ounce of fact," is proTsrbially 
preferred to a "bushel of argument," bat 
arguments are sometimes used with such 
tolling force that this disproportion be- 
tween their value, ai compared with that 
of facta, ia snormously reduusd. Uf this 
kind aie the arguments used by Captain 
Edward Palliser in a report to Sir 
Adolpho Caron, K. 0. M. G., Miniiter 
of Defence and Militia for the Dominion 
uf Canada, on the fortiiication of Esqui- 
malt, and on the value of that station 
aa an outpost, not only of the Dominion, 
but of the Empire. The Ganadiau^Gov. 
eminent haa lately decided to spend 
£20,000 on earthworks for the defence of 
tho Imperial arsenal of Esquimalt, to 
establish a Canadian corps of regular ar- 
tillery there, and to organize the militia 
of British Columbia. In addition to this, 
tho English government have voted 
£30,000 for the necessary armament of 
the fortifications which the Canadian au- 
thorities will aupply: Esquimalt basal- 
ways been regarded as an important 
military 8tation--ui po^^if if not in r^ne ; 
but the uurapletion of the Canadian Pa- 
oifio Railway has now brought these ad- 
vantages to the forefront, and has afforded 
the opportunity fur making the most of 
its great natural advantages. What these 
advantages are— not merely to Canada, 
not moroly to England, but to so distant 
a country as Australia — Captain Palliier 
points out in the following able manner, 
aud we commend his remarks to the ear- 
nest consideration of our readers In Aus- 
tralia, wliei'B the feeling in favour of a 
joint syste'u of military defence ia su 
utroiig, and where the expression uf Can- 
adian sympathy with the suutharn col- 
onies in thsir struggle against foreign in- 
tervention, and of a desire to help in con- 
aolidating British power in the South Pa- 
cific, will he warmly appreciated: 

"Hitherto," says Captain Palliaer, "the 
harbor uf Esquimalt has had a repairing 
ahop useful tu the North Pacific squadron, 
but so isolated from the rest of Her 
.Majesty's dominions as not to be worth 
increasing to the dimensions of an arsenal. 
Formerly, steam tranaporta from Ply- 
mouth took months to reach this remote 
naval station, coniuming immense quan- 
tities of coal in the passage, .\fter de- 
livering tho cargo of store*, aiul the 
sailors for thu squadron, a further ex- 
pense had to be incurred in the return of 
the transports, including another great 
consumption of coal, fianoe, Eiquimalt 
lemained a rathar obscure station, ef uae 
to Her Majesty's equadron, but useless 
to protect the extended and weak coast 
line of Australia. The weakness of the 
empire in a strategic sense ia due to the 
aeparation aud iaolatiiin of its great 
culi;nios from the mother country and 
from each other. CommtiDioations are 
vary distant, or, as with Australia and 
Canada, they do nut even exist. These 
are grave defects, causing anxiety to 
peaceful communities, and ihoref ore great 
expenditure in preparations for defence. 
We see this plainly in the case of Aus- 
tralia. Her extended esstoru coast ia 
Hi i'air, and she ia wi-rried and haraiaeU 
by aiinexa'iona of islands round it, irhich 
would eventually form a sort of ring 
fence, hemming her in. It is at this 
critical period that Canada haa stepped 
into tlio arena, commencing, of all tbinga 
that most necessary — viz , a formidable 
araoiial within easy reach of Plymouth 
and Woolwich, dominating the Paci&c 
ocean, and absolutely commanding the 
rear uf any ring fence of islands others 
may set up round Eastern Australia. 
This arsenal, towards the earthworks of 
which Canada hai voted £30,000, has re- 
ceived a further vote of £30,000 from 
the imperial government for armaments. 
These sums are ample fur a beginning, 
being sullicient to warrant tho announce- 
ment that a great strategic want is being 
bupplied which will add to the confidence 
aud security of our peaceful sister colonies 
of Australasia. Esquimalt ia near the 
Pacific terminus of Canada's great strat- 
ef,'ic railway, bringing powerful English 
arBuiials within ({uick and easy reach uf 
it, uud excellent coal mines are close to 
it. A Lirge graving dock will soon be 
liniahed in its harbor." 

Tho writer goes on to express his con- 
viction that Australia will "appreciate 
this new aud important feature in the 
Pacitic," and when h« 2'"^^ '"^ point 
out how AuB'ralia may co-operate in sup - 
plemouting this undertaking by creating 
a similar arssnal at Melbuurne or obe- 
where, we have no doubt that the public 
men of the Southern Colonies will readily 
grasp at tho proposal. One further rocoin- 
ineiidalion — which only boars out what 
haa often been urged in our calunius — 
will 110 doubt meet with equal concur- 
rence. It is that a regular line of steam- 
ers should run from Auatralia to Canada, 
from arsenal to arsenal. "The mere 
knowledge," continues Captain Palliser, 
"to those who may annoy her, that she is 
ill re(iular communication with the Im- 
perial araoiuil in their rear from her own 
ui'Honal 111 their front would diminish /.cal 
for further annexations. It reoiaine, 
therefore, for Australia to complete the 
Btrategic advantage you havj cutniuenced, 
00 -operating with Canada in establishing 
regular communications by steamers bo- 
I woen her capital cities exposed on her 
tixtuniive coast line and the new placf. 
d'dima commanding tha rear of any poa 
siblfi unemy who may inouaco thorn." If 
llu> ablo notlior of lliiii inoiuurandutii had 
been writing a papor on the motto ' Uni- 
ty is Strength," he ooiild hardly have sup 
[ilied stronger arguinonts in favor of joint 
Holiou fur mutual self defenoe oa tha part 
of all portions of the, empire.
